The Particular Wounds of the Two Peers, 
Saturday, November 15. 1712. 


R. Ronjat, Serjeant - Surgeon to his late Ma- 

jeſty, was ſent for to the Dike of Hamilton s, 
he came about Eight a Clock in the Morning, 
and found his Grace D:ad upon the Bed in his 
Cloaths, which he preſently cut off, and upon 
ſearching the Body carefully, obſerv'd that the 
Artery of the Right Arm was cut in Two, 


which he judged to be the immediate Occaſion 


of his D-ath: He found lik-wiſe another Wound 
on th: Left Side of his Breaſt, 3 Inches above 
the Nipple, 2 Inches Broad, running obliquely 
from the Left to the Right, and above Eight 
Inches Deep; beſides theſe a Third: Wound in 
the Right Leg, about Three Inches Broad, run- 


ning from the Outſide of the Si- Bone obliquely 


under the Calf. 


Mr. Buiſſiere's Min was preſent when Dr. 


Ronjat viewed the Body, and Mr. Buiſſiere him- | 


ſelf went next Dzy to ohen the Body. 
When the Lori Mohun's Bod was brought 
Home, his Chaplain went to Mr. I Fage, an 
able Surgeon, wao upon his co aing found 
Three Wounds, one on the Right Side, pene- 
tracing obliquely the whole Body, and coming 
out on the Left above his Hip; another very 
large one in the &rght Grein, cuttin; the G eat 
Artery, which he took to be the Principal Cauſe 
of his Death; he had Three Fingers of his 
Right Hand almolt cut off; Mr, Ia Fage opened 


the Body.

General accartney went away, and 
faid about half an Hour; and when he came 
again, he call'd my Lord Mohun into another 
Room, where they ſtaid about a Quarter of an 
Hour, and then they returned both to their Com- 
pany, my Lord Mohun and General Maecartney 
going away ſoon after by themſelves.

T HAT on Friday Evening, 14th of Novemb, 
about Five a Clock, my Lord Mohun and 
another Gentleman were there. The Gentle- 
man ask'd, Whether Stars and Blue Garters did 
not uſe the Houſe He anſwered, Tes, Then 
he asked him, Whether Duke Hamilton did not 
come there ſometimes * The Drawer anſwered, 
Jes, The Gentleman ſaid he would be here 
in aſhort Time, and when he came he ſhould 
ſhew him into another Room. The Duke 
came ſoon after with another Gentleman, and 
ask'd for General Maccartney 3 who hearing his 
Grace ask for him, came immediately out to 
him, and the Dake and he went into a Room 
£ogether. They bid the Drawer bring a Bottle 
of French Claret, and they Two drank Part 
of it: General Mzccartney returned to my Lord 
Mohun, and in about a Quarter of an Hour the 
Duke and the other Gentlemen, who ſtaid in 
another Room while the Duke and General 
Myecartney were together, went away.

T HAT my Lord Mohun coming to the Bag- 
L io, he lighted him up Stairs, pull'd off his 
Stockings and Shoes, and gave him his Morning- 
Gown : Then my Lord Mobun walked up and 
down the Room with his Arms folded, and 
ſeem'd to be Thoughtful, but was very 
Sober, and ſaid he would go to Bed. General 
Maccartney came there about an Hour after, my 
Lord being a- bed in the ſame Room. Maccart- 
ney not liking the Fellow that waited on m 
Lord Mshun, call'd for another, whom he ask 
if he loved the French; the Fellow ſaid, Ne: 
He bid him call him in the Morning at Six a 
Clock, which he did, and found him ſnoring. 


Richard Coo, Waiter at the ſame Bagnio, 
Swore to the ſame Effect; and that they told 
him they were to get up betimes to go out of 
Town. One of theſe Two call'd the Hackney- 


Coach. 


John Reynolds, of Price's Lodge in the 


Park, Swore, 


1 HA T hearing of -a Quarrel, he and one 

Nicholſon, got Staves and ran to part them : 
That he, Reynolds, was within 30 or 40 Yards of 
Duke Hamilton and my Lord Mobun when they 
fell. That my Lord Mohun fell into the Ditch 


upon his Back, and Duke Hamilton fell near him,

leaning over him. That the Two Seconds ran 
in to 5 5 - and immediately after them, this 
Jahn eynolds who demanded the Seconds 
Swords, which they gave him without any Re- 
ſiſtance. He then wreſted the Duke's Sword out 
of his Hand; and Niccholſon took away my 
Lord Mbwn's, and gave it to Reynolds, who car- 
ried the Four Swords ſome Diſtance from the 
Par ties: He return'd and help'd to lift Dake 
Hamilton up, who ſtill lay on his Face. He got 
him up, and he walk'd about 30 Yards ; they 
defired hi m to walk ferther, and he ſaid he could 
walk n » farther. He was ask'd what became of 
their Swords, and he ſaid, they had not been 
out of his Poſſeſſion from the time he took them 
out of the Parties Hands till the Day they were 
brought to the Jury. = 


Joſeph N icholſon, Laboarer, Swore, 


T HAT fohn Reynolds, Drawer at Price's 

Lodge, came out of tlie Houſe with Two 
Sticks, bid him throw by his Wheel-harrow, 
and take one of them, for he believed there was 
a Duel: They ran, and about the diſtance of 
One Hundred and Ten Yards from the Gent le- 
men they ſaw one there throw off his Cloak, 
and He and another draw their Swords; Two 
other Gentlemen drew their Swords at the ſame 
time; the Duke and Lord Mobun (whom he 
knew afterwards to be ſo) made violent Paſſes 
at each other, and then fell. He was ask'd if 
the other Two fought; he ſaid, that they ſtood 
with their Swords pointed towards each other, 
but did not ſee them Fight. As ſoon as the 
Lords were down, the Two Gentleman ran to 
em, and were about Four Yards before John 


Reynol d ,

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— he being about Four Yards behind ohn 
Reynolds, by reaſon they fell when they hilt began 
to run. When Reynolds and Nicholſon came in, 
one Second had hold of one Lord's Sword hand, 


and the other Second of the other, each. of the 
Seconds Swords being in their Right Hands. 
The Seconds delivered their Swords to John Rey- 
nolds without any Reſiſtance, and defired them to 
break or bead them; they bent General Maccartney's, 
but could not the other, and then laid them by: 
= Reynolds took the Duke's, and Nicholſon my 

ord Adobun s, who ſaid he was wounded, and 
would deliver his Sword if the Duke would his; 
he likewiſe heard the Duke's Second ſay, By G--& 
my Lord Duke's killed; and the other ſaid, By 
G--4 my Lord Mohun's ; the Former then 
ſaid, We've made à fine Mornings work on't. Then 
General Maccartney, as he afterwards appeared 
to be, took this Nicholſon by the Hand and faid 
to him, Honeſt Friend, bear witneſs that we endea- 
voured to part them Sand pray remember that I in 


the Grey Cloaths and Silver-lac'd Hat tell you ſo, 


When Keynolds had taken up my Lord e, 
Nicholſon arid General Maccartney endeavour'd to 


lift up my Lord Mobun. Nicholſon ſaid, I 
believe he's Dead; Maccurtney anſwered, God for- 


bid ; o_ his bleeding Inwardly may make him 


fick, turn him on his Side that bis Wound may bleed 


Ourwards ; which was done: Then General 
Maccartney de ſired he might be turn d on his Bel- 
ly, which was alſo done : Nicholſon, my Lord's 
Footnian, and others, helpd my Lord Mohun in- 
to the Coach by General Maccartney's Direction. 
He was ask'd how he knew they were Duke 
Hamilton and Lord Mobun 5 He anſwered, b 
hearing People ſay ſo: He was likewiſe ask 
what became of the other Two Gentlemen? He 
anſwered he could not tell. Joh

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John Pennington, Hackney-Coachmay,

T* HA T on Saturday Morning, (Novemb. 15.) 
about Seven a Clock he was called from 
Bow-ſtreet in Covent-Garden to the Bagnio in 
. Long-Acm, where he took up my Lord Mobux 
and another Gentleman. My Lord Mohun bid 

him drive to Kenſington z but when he came 
near Hide- Park he ordered him to drive in 
there: They were ſtopped at the Gate 3 but 
telling the Keeper they were going to Price's 
Lodge, he let them in: My Lord then ask d 
the Coachman if he knew where they could get 
any thing that was good, it being a cold Morn- 
ing? He ſaid at the Houſe near the Ring. When 
they came near the Houſe they both got out of 
the Coach, and bid the Coachman get ſome 
Burnt-W ine at the Houſe while they took a 
little Walk. He went into the Houſe, and 
told the Drawer he brought Two Gentlemen , 
who bid him get ſome Burnt- Wine againſt they 
came back; the Drawer ſaid he would not, 
for very few came thither ſo ſoon in theMorning 
but to Fight: The Coachman ſaid he believed 
they were very civil Gentlemen, but however 
he'd dog them. A Groom rode up to him, and 
told him, there were Two Gentlemen at his 
Coach, who he ſuppos'd wanted him; he ran 
back, and found Duke Hamilton and another 
Gentleman there; the Duke ask'd him whom 
He brought? He anſwered, My Lord Mohun and 
another Gentleman ; he asked him which Way 
they were gone? He ſkewed them, and ran to 
the Houſe, telling the Man, that Duke Hamil- 


ton and a Gentleman followed my Lord oo 
| and 
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and the other Gentleman, and that he feared 
they were going to Fight; he deſired the Man 
to make all the Haſte he could, and bring any 
Body he could get with Staves to prevent them 
for he fear'd there would be Murther, and he 
run before. He got behind a Tree within 50 
Yards of them, from whence he ſaw tlie Du 
throw off his Cloak, and my Lord Mohun his 
Coat, and both drew their Swords, making 
violent Paſſes at each other; upon which they 
both fell, he being then within 30 Yards of 
them. He was asked, Vhether the Two other 
Gentlemen drew their Swords ? And how far they 
were from the Lords when they fell? And whether 
they Fought, or not? He anſwered, They drew 
their Swords, but did not Fight ; and that they 
were ſome Yards diſtant from the Lords when 
they drew, and continued fo till they fell: He 
was ask'd again if the Seconds Fought ? He an- 
ſwered, * d not, but ran to the Lords when 
they fell. Two Men who followed him from 
the Houſe with Staves were not more than 
Four Yards behind the Seconds ; which Two 
Men with the Staves demanded their Swords 
which they readily delivered. He being asked 
which of the Lords was uppermoſt ? He ſaid he 
could not tell ; he then ran for his Coach : My 
Lord Mohun's Footman and the Two Men put 
my Lord into this Pennington's Coach; my Lord 
being almoſt Dead, his Second bid him carry 
him to his Lodgings in Marlbro'-ſtreet: The 
Coachman ask'd him who muſt pay him? He 
ſaid the Footman z the Coachman took him by 
the Sleeve, and ſaid, He brought him as well as 
my Lord, and that he ſhou'd pay him; then he 
gave him half a Crown He was asked if he 


knew who that Gentleman was? He ſaid, 'twas 
General

General Maccartney, the Footman having told 
him ſo as they were carrying my Lord MAohun to

T HAT the Duke ſent him to Colonel Ha- 
milton's Lodgings at the Golden- Peruke at 


Charing-Croſs, to deſire him fto get up and 


dreſs him, for his Lord would come in his 
Coach and call him. Being return'd back, he 

found the Duke was jult getting into his Coach, 
und he got up behind. The Duke then drove 
to the Colonel's Lodgings, and went up to him: 


Soon after they both came down together, got 


into the Coach, and bid them drive to St. Fames's 
Houſe, but tiopp'd the Coach at the Corner of 
St. James's Square, where my Lord Portland 
Lives, and the Footman coming down from 
behind the Coach, my Lord Duke gave him a 
Bunch of Keys out of his Pocket, and bid him 
to ſuch a Cloſet, and bring his Mourning 
ord ; which he did, and gave it into the Coach 

to Col. Hamilton, and Col. Hamilton gave his 
Sword out, and bid the Footman give it to the 
Boy behind the Coach. He then ordered the 
Coachman to drive to the upper End of St. 
3 Street; when he came there he bid them 
rive directly to Kenſington; and when they 
came into Hzde-Park the Duke went out of the 
Coach in the Road that goes to Kenſington, over- 
againſt Price's Lodge, and walk'd over the Grals, 
and between the Two Ponds. When he went 
out of his Coach he charged hisCoachman, Foot- 
man, and Col. Hamilton's Boy, to go and liay 


at the Coruer of the White Pals. The Foot- 


man 
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man thinking his Grace long went to ards the 
Place where he fat them down, and chte firtt 
met General Maccartney walking towards Ken- 
Jrngton ; and immediately after he met Colonel 
Hamilton, and asking him for his Lord, he told 
him, This was the wort Morning he ever ſaw, fur 
he feared his Jord was mortally wounded, The 
ome ask'd by whom? Colonel Hamilton 
nſwered, My Lord Mohun. Then the Colonel] 
asked the Footman where his Lord's Coach was 7 
'He anſwered him, Near the White Pails ne 
Kentington; he defired the Footman to walk 
faſt, and ſhæw him to it ; accordingly they ha- 
ſtened to it. He was ask'd how far General 
Maccartney was before them 2 The Footman 
anſwered, That he was in Sight, walking towards 
Kentington, | 


Colonel Hamilton's Examination lefore 
the Council, viz. | 


1 3 HAT on. Satucda/ Morning, the 15th In- 
ſtant, Duke Hamilton ſent his Servant to 
Colonel Hamilton, deſiriug him to get up and 
dreſs immediately, but befors he was half rea- 
dy, the Duke himſelf came and hurried him 
Into his Chariot ſo bon, that he finiſhed the 
Buttoning of his Waſtecoat there. By that 
Time they had got into ?a!l-Mall, Nuke 
obſerv'd chat the Colonel had left hi »word 
behind him; whereupon he ſtopt his Chariot, 
and gave his F ootrman a Bunch of Keys, with 
Orders to fetch a Mourning Sword out of 
ſuch a Cloſet.

Gentlemen were whoni he brought? He anſwered, 
A little before, The Duke and the Colonel got 
out in the Bottom, and walk'd over the Pond's * 
Head, when they ſaw-the Lord Movun and 
Colonel Maccartney before them. A ſſoon as the 
Duke came within Hearing he ſaid, He hoped 
be was come Time enough; and Maccartney an- 
ſwered, In very good Jime, my Lord. After 
this they all jump'd over the Ditch into the 
Nurſerys and the Duke turn'd te Maccartney, 
and told him, Sir, von are the Cauſe of this, let 
3ve Event be what it will, Maccartncy anſwered, 
My Lord, I have a Commiſſion for it : Then my 
Lord Mohun ſaid, Theſe Gentlemen ſhall hate 
nothing to do here; at which Maccartney ſaid, 
We'll have our Share: Then the Duke anſwered, 
There is my Friend thcn, be will take a Share in my 
BE | Dance. They ail drew immediately, and Mac- 
| cartney made a full Paſs at Hamilton, which he 
pa:rying down with great Force, wounded him- 
{elf in his Inſtep; however he took that Op- 
portunity to cloſe with and diſarm Maccartney, 
and ſaid, Tour Life is in my Power, After which 
he turned his Head, and ſceing my Lord- Mobun 
fall, and the Duke upon him, he ran to the 
Duke's Aſſiſtance, and that he might with the 
more Eaſe help him, he flung down both the 
Swords: And as he was railing iny Lord Duke 
up, he fays, That be ſaw Maccartney meke a 
ieh at bis Grace; that be immediately locked to ſee 
f be had wounded him, but ſceing u blood, he 
took up bis Sword, expecting ibat Maccart ney 
| would attack him again, but he walked off. Juli 
0 as he was gone the Keepers care vp ang others, 
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the Door was ſhut: 
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to the Number of Nine or Ten, among the

he waited being open,he farther heard the Duke, 


gat the Reading (as he ſuppos'd) of Mr. Vhit- 
-orth's Depotition, ſay, That the Evidence he 


had given had neither Truth nor Juſtice in it: 
to which his Lord replied, he knew My. Whit- 
worth to he an Honeſt Man, and had as much 
Honour and Juſtice in him as his Grace: Then 
Soon after the Duke 
came down, and liaid in the Court to make 
Water; my Lord Mohun came down allo, and 
paſſed by the Duke withont taking any Notice 
of him. My Lord ſupp'd at the Queen - Arms 
in Pall- Mall, and from thence went home to

atter my Lord called up this Villiams, and 
ask'd him, hy be concerned himſelf with his Af- 
fairs, ſaying, There was nothing in it, and that 
the Report of ſuch a Thing might do him Harm;

a Dinner. His Lord and General Maccartney 


went thither about One a Clock, and ſoon after

the Duke of Richmond. Sir Robert Rich, Col. fo. 
(Hh, ind a Gentleman he did not know. 
About Iwelve a Clock his Lord tent him ot an 
Frrand, when he return'd his Lord was gone; 
He ask'd the Drawer whither he was gone ? 
But c. 1d not learn, ſo he went tothe Bagnw in 
St. James's-Street, and Two other Places to 
{ck him, but not finding him, he went Home. 
in the Morning about Seven a Clock going 
into Pickaatlly, he ſaw Duke Hamilton, and a 
Gentleman with him, in his own Coach dri- 
ving os Hide-Park, which coniirm'd him 
ink ff, that my Lord and Duke Hamilton 
view gung to Fight: He ran up May-Fair, 
being tae neareſt Way, and endeavoured to get 
over the Park-IWall, which he was long a do- 
ing; he went near the Plice where the Two 
Lords with their Seconds were, and ſaw the 
Two Lords draw their Swords, puſhing at 
each other with great Violence, upon which 
they both immediately fell; he*hen ran in, and 
tound his Lord almoti Dead ; a Hackney-Coach- 
man that was there told him that 'twas he 
who brought his Lord; General Maccartney bid 
them pur him into the Coach, and carry him to 
Ius Houte in Marlborough ſtrect, which they did.

of 3 HAT he was ordered to be at the Door 
by Six in the Morning on the 15th of No- 
zember, but that the Bell had juſt done ringing 
Seven when he took his Loid in, being or- 
dered to driveto the Golden-Peruke at Charing- 
Croſs; here his Lord alighted, and after a lit- 
tle Stay return'd with Col. Hamilton with him. 
That he was then ordered to drive to St. James's 
Houſe, but coming to the Corner of St. Fames's 
Square, next my Lord Portl and's Houſe, his 
Lord pull'd the String for him to Stop; and it 
was then his Grace gave John Leſley, the Footman» 
a Bunch of Keys, and he returned with a Swords 
as he has Sworn before : That he was then or- 
dered to drive to the Upper End of St. James's 
Street, when his Lord pulFd the String again, 
and he (topping thereupon, was ordered to drive 
directly to Kenſington : But as ſoon as he came 
over the Bridge, near half Way, his Lord pull'd 
him again to ſtop, and the Footman alighting, 
helped my Lord Duke over the Ditch, and Col. 
Hamilton followed him : That his Grace ordered 
him at firſt to drive without the Park- Gate, and 
there ſtay for him; but' ſoon changed his 
Words, and ordered him to go and wait at the 
Il hite Pails, the Corner of the New Way. 
That ſeeing his Lord walk over the Graſs he be- 
gan to ſuſpect what he was going upon, and made 
a Stop or Two to look after him ; but that his 
Grace turn'd and. look'd very ſternly at him, 
bidding him go where he was ordered, and 
likewiſe the Footman, and Col. Hamilton's Boy, 
and not ſtir thence for their Lives till he came 
to them: That then he thought it not Prudent 
to diſpute his Lord's Commands farther, and 

| | therefore 
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therefore drove to the Place appointed, where 
he ſiaid a confiderable Time; and at length (aw 
General Maccartney come by him, with his Arms 
folded in his Sleeves, and his Cane hanging on 
his Wriſt, whom he ſaw go out of the Park- 
Gate towards Kenſington. 

That ſoon after Col. Hamilton came, and his 
Lord's Footman with him, who opened the 
 Coach-dopr for him; that he perceived him 

to bleed, and was ordered by him todrive thro” 
the Town to Kenfington Gravel-Pits;, from thence - 
he drove on to St. Giles's Pound; and that he 
was under fuch a Conſternation for fear of his 
Lord, that he fcarcs knew where he drove, till 
he came to Holborn- Bridge, and that there he 
Kopt the Coach, and told the Colonel he would 
drive no farther, who defired him then to go 
into that Houſe (the Roſe) and beſpeak him a 
Fire, which he did, and there left him; and 
returning Home ſaw a Croud about the Door, 
and heard that his Lord had been kill'd.

IE was on Horſeback within Ten Yards of
